ix>ve, But Don't Learn 

WOVED by some of our previous modita- 
*** tion.s — even the masterminds who 
pound out the editorials for college journals 
are pometimes stirred to mild enthusiasm 
on rereading a few of their efforts — we 
once again set foot in that most trcach- 
erou.«, dism.tl. and miasmic of all swamps: 
male criticism of the female. May we 
lîenetrate its utmost edge before the in- 
evitable moment of defeat comes! With 
such pious hopes, let us fare forth in aU 
most tearful trepidation. 

Past considerations of the co-ed, stran- 
gest of animals, have led to the enlighten- 
ment that some of our ideas have wandered 
into blind alleys of illusion, and fdrsàkèh 
entirely the daylight of truth and certainty. 
Now we do not hesitate to e.vamine further, 
to attempt a more explicit analysis. 

A somewhat hasty but nevertheless in- 
clusive survey has shown that a consider-^ 
able number of males regard the co-eds, en 
masse, or seul, in almost as poor a light 
as they themôelves are esteemed - by the 
co-eds. Charges of immaturity, of lack of 
understanding, and of plain outright un- 
.'attraciivencss sizzled through the atmos- 
phere. SpecifiAlly, the root of t h e s 2 
charges — and something we hereby allege 
and will .stand by until the stans fall and 
the moon cracks — was that co-eds fail in 
the most essential of all female attributes, 
womanliness. They ^lave neither the ap- 
preciation of the everyday realities of life 
(such as a good .si.nse of values, of what 
earning one's living really means) nor have 
they the intuitive conipas.sion of the female 
to the .same degree that their working 
sisters possess it. They, flaunt a mock 
superiority and nurse a subtle infeiùority. 
The college male is tired of their intel- 
lectual blather and the frothy lather of 
their ]oo.';e opinions. They are the poor 
jjawn.'- of a college system that falls piti- 
fully short in instructing the female to her 
best calling, an educational network that 
is wound with the utility-purpose of the 
male. Woman's education should be va-sl- 
]y different from that of man — or can 
diamonds be dug from doughnuts? The 
female is a misfit in the suit of intellec- 
tualism ; its cut is too severe for her flow- 
ing figure, 

r Sadly enough, many college men are 
#tirning to so-called "career" womeji, (who 
never honestly set out to be sut h and who 
only become such after too much time has 
ground low their fine sjjiiits) to find ideal 
mates, while the co-ed talks hcri^elf out of 
the picture. There is a sincerity about 
women w)io work — although many of theiii 
«rc wdi out of this clah.'! and rank as far 
down the scale as one can go— thai the 
co-ed never seems to attain. Coeds and 
debutantes, ai-e they the castaways of a

One of thi^ mo.'l important duties of 
{the Secretary is that of planning publtciiy

IJccausc of those duties, the Secrclnry 
of the Union has living nccommwlatlon 
in the building. This privilege has been 
accorded to enable the Secretary to be on 
the job practically day and night and any 
IX'ison standing for this position should 
niiiu'ociato the responsibilities Involved and 
should be preimred to devote considerabitt 
time to this work. 

Only by the executive of the Union 
taking a i>crsonnl interest in the welfare 
of the institution can it possibly fulfil the 
objects of its founder — namely to be « 
place where all students may meet on an 
etpinl footing for fellowship and recwutlon. 

On .several occasions in the pjwt people 
have been elected to the Union Committee 
who have regarded the position na s mere 
means to secure & room for the forthcoming 
year. It is evident that such an attitude 
leads to a laxity of administration which 
cannot be tolerated in this, the most im- 
portant of the undcrgrnduato activities un- 
der the control of the Council. 

The Union House Committee Is con- 
stantly faced with biased opinions. There 
aiipcars to be a spirit of sectionaliam ram- 
I pant on the Campus. The man who accepts 
the post of Secretary should be u well 
known person, one who will be in a iwsitlon 
to cope with this lack of interest and even 
oppcsition: he should be a man who will 
\->c able and willing to obtain new business 
in the form of Class and Club lunches, 
dinners and banquets; one who will work 
whole-heartedly for the. welfare of the

his youth in Wunllcnbpri; al ii period wiion most 
Qerman princos were aping Iho dospollo nnd frivol- 
ous court of Vcrsftlllos, Bciilllor, Imbued wltli tho 
spirit of Rousseau, became an uidml apo.siio of 
liberty and free-will,— an Idwil which dominntcs most 
of hla earlier plays IncUidinjr Kabalo iind I.IHm-. 
Having outgrown Iho rebellious nnd Stirling period nf 
"storm and slress", he reached out to ever greater 
dramatki heights and correspondingly hlgho- ideals. 
Almost throughout his life hi struggled wltli a bitter 
destiny: poverty, exile, and above nil a torturing- Ill- 
ness. But not onco did ho loso his vision of the 
sublime and bMiitlful nor of his own lofty mission 
as a poet, dramaiist and philosopher, tolling to eic- 
wte the eullurol ideals of his nation and the lli- 
eniry world. 

This literary glnnl, HohiiIcr, together with 
Ooethe, was in a large measure responsible for mak- 
ing Weimar tlic cultural centre of GerniHny, almost 
of Europe, His poetical greatness lies particularly 
In the moral sincciity wltii which bo strove towards 
hia Ideals in spito of all adversity. He was not 
primarily a. lyricist but a ftioslcr of the rhetorical 
and the didactic, endowed with a true dramntic In- 
sUnet. Ho Idvcd to grapple with greatness. It 
warmed and exalted lilm and ho in turn bestowed 
upon It his rich Imagination and his Imperturbublo 
moral opUmlsm. 

Ills poems and works are not "paita of a groat 
confession" in the sense of Goethe whoso unlvcrs tllly 
and penetration of man und nature probnbly uo 
modem man has reached since. The elemental pro- 
ductivity of Goethe's minj tic lionostly admired and 
envied. With Schiller it was tho sweeping passion 
ana striving which gave his pathos Its power over 
the heart of his people. His life, .liko his work, 
represents ono grcat .yearnijig (schnsucht) for Uio 
eternally sublime, and unattainable. 

Into our mo<Iern lite with its unimaglnatlveiiess 
and emphasla on rcnll.sm comes .Schiller like a re- 
freshing brpoze. Though he h.ns much that Iwloii.ts 
essentially to liis t'rae, his manly Idealism nnd opli- 
misiic laitii in tho goodness of man and mun's 
heroic potentialities provide an ennobling spirit 
worthy of, emulation In our century of scopllclcin 
and moral turmoil,
